Whether it’s truly the “eighth wonder of the world,” as Gov 
Quinn sees it, or simply Chicago’s best shortcut to avoid heavy 
Loop traffic, Lower Wacker Drive is legendary, mysterious and 
scary— yet tempting to many drivers. Especially to those who 
haven’t ventured into this subterranean world since it was up- 
dated in phases between 2001 and this year. 

“I am one of those suburban city-lovers who has gotten lost 
in years past and would really appreciate seeing which streets 
and intersections are down there, and where they lead,” said 
Kathy McDonough, a Park Forest resident who has lived in 
the Chicago area for more than 40 years. 

For good reason. Depending on direction of travel, there 
are no more than 10 traffic signals on Lower Wacker, versus 19 
traffic lights on Upper Wacker. 

Construction on the north-south section of Wacker, from 
Randolph Street to Congress Parkway began in the spring of 
2010 and concluded this month, except for landscaping next 
spring, the Chicago Department of Transportation said. The 
cost has been estimated at $303 million, although a final figure 
is not yet in, officials said.

Gay marriage ruling 
could fatten wallets 


D WASHINGTON A Supreme Court 
decision striking down the federal ban 
on gay marriage would bring dramatic changes 
to the financial lives of the country’s 120,000 
married same-sex couples. 

On Friday the court announced it will hear 
a case challenging the Defense of Marriage 
Act— a 1996 law known as DOMA that defines 
marriage as between a man and a woman. 

If DOMA is found unconstitutional, same- 
sex couples married at the state level will 
become eligible for the same federal treatment 
as opposite-sex couples when it comes to 
financial matters such as taxes and Social 
Security benefits. 

The court’s ruling is expected by the end of 
June. The justices also took up Proposition 8, a 


California measure banning gay marriage in the 
state. 

Gay marriage is legal in nine states and 
Washington, D.C. More than nine other states 
grant civil unions or domestic partnerships, 
but couples in those states are unlikely to be 
affected, said Judi O’Kelley, deputy director of 
development at nonprofit Lambda Legal. 

Some of the biggest changes would be seen 
in tax bills. To start, couples would be able to 
file their taxes jointly This would reduce many 
couples’ tax liability by as much as thousands 
of dollars a year— especially when one spouse 
earns significantly more than his or her partner. 

The tax that many same-sex couples must 
now pay if one partner is covered by the other’s 
health insurance plan also would disappear.
